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DETAILED ACTION 



There is 1 claim pending in this application. 



Drawings 



2. This application, filed under former 37 CFR 1 .60, lacks formal drawings. The 
informal drawings filed in this application are acceptable for examination purposes. 
When the application is allowed, applicant will be required to submit new formal 
drawings. In unusual circumstances, the formal drawings from the abandoned parent 
application may be transferred by the grant of a petition under 37 CFR 1.182. 

3. The drawings are objected to because the signals "Either same", "Both same", 
"Either different", and "Both different" of figures 9 and 10 are not the same references 
used in the specification (pg. 13, line 25). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. Figures 8, 9, 10 & 12 are objected to because they contain parts that are not 
described in the specification. Parts of the figures are not labeled or do not have the 
input/output connections defined. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "ckO-7" (fig. 4) and " ePO, eP1, eMO, eM1, oPO, 0P1, 
oMO, oM1" (fig. 16) have both been used to designate the same signals. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
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avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 



6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The same 
signals are given different names. The signals "ckO-7" are also called "ePO, eP1 , eMO, 
eM1, oPO, 0P1, oMO, oM1" (pg. 20, line 8). 
Appropriate correction is required. 



7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Harrison et al 
(6011732). 

Regarding claim 1 , Harrison et al discloses a time division multiplex data 
recovery system that shows a phase locked loop (PLL) and a delay locked loop (DLL) in 
such a system where they form a single closed loop (fig. 4A). The system comprises 
the functional blocks of a PLL (ref. 66-67 & Vdref) as well as the functional blocks of a 
DLL (ref. 40, 44, 54, 56 & Vdcon). Further, this system forms a single closed loop by 
the feedback signals Vdcon and Vdref.
